H ARVEY M ITCHELL. 


At his home in Bryan, on J a n ­ 
uary 16, passed away an honored 
and useful citizen. 
Colonel Mit­ 
chell was the oldest settler in this 
county, having come here in 1839. 
He was personally acquainted with 
Sam Houston and other famous 
Texas pioneers. 
He always took 
an active interest in public affairs, 
and held many positions of honor 
and trust. 
To him almost entire­ 
ly is due the location of this col­ 
lege in Brazos county. 
It was lie 
who called the mass meeting to de­ 
vise ways and means of securing 
the location. After funds had been 
subscribed he, with Judge Spencer 
Ford and Senator Saylor, were ap­ 
pointed a committee, endowed with 
plenary powers, and instructed to 
secure the location of the college in 
Brazos county. 
Judge Ford failed 
to attend the meeting of the legis­ 
lation committee which was to lo­ 
cate the college. 
Sentor Saylor 
and Colonel Mitchell went, but the 
day before the committee met at 
the Hutchins House, in Houston, 
Senator Saylor’s boat from Galves­ 
ton grounded on a sand bar, so 
that Colonel Mitchell alone met the 
committee and induced them to 
locate the college in Brazos county, 
notwithstanding the fact that all 
bids for the location were higher 
than his his. 
In his death the 
college loses a warm friend and 
the community an honored citizen. 
Our sympathies go out to his be­ 
reaved family.
